Kwajalein, Marshall Islands, Feb. 


8 (AP)—I have looked at both ends 
of one of the world's historic 
artillery bombardments. It's dif- 
ficult to write of it without lapsing 
into superlatives. 
But the simple 


fact is that American guns de- 
stroyed, as nearly as it is possible to 
destroy land itself, the northwest 
end of Kwajalein island. 


Nothing that was there when this 


blanket of hot steel fell, is alive- 
no men, no trees, not even tiny 
crabs which were scuttling through 
the coral, nor minute devilfish which 
lived in holes in the reef. 


There were battleships, cruisers, 


destroyers, aircraft and a highly 
important concentration of Army 
field artillery. 
Their sights all 


pointed one way—toward a strip of 
coral beach roughly 1,500 yards long 
and barely 3,000 yards deep. 


Three-Day Barrage 


The seagoing artillery and planes 


began working on this strip, in- 
creasing their battering steadily for 
three days until at least .one battle- 
ship was lying just a mile offshore 
and firing its heaviest guns. At the 
range of a mile you can almost feel 
the muzzle blast of a 16-inch gun. 
What its huge shells do on hitting 
is a bit of concentrated destruction 
which changes the entire aspect of 
the countryside. 


Our dive bombers kept dropping 


lower and lower until they were at 
a maximum dive, and our fighters 
were strafing the smoke wreathed 
beach. 


The payoff came'after Army ar- 


tillery pieces lined up on Enubuj 
island, three-fourths of a mile long. 
In places there was only enough 
room between the hub of the gun 
carriages to allow the crews to oper- 
ate. 
Enubuj is only a little over 


two miles from the tortured inva- 


beach on Kwajalein. 


For Army artillery this range is 


so short that the guns hardly need 
be raised from the level position. 
But a good half of Enubuj island 
had to be denuded of palm trees 
to give the guns open spaces 
through which to fire. _______ 


Council Moves To 
Collect Taxes Due 
From 1935 To 1941 


The borough council's finance committee, with full author- 


ity from council, today started to collect $38,214.51 in back 
taxes due from the years 1935 to 1941. The committee will 
have the full support of the tax collector at that time, Harry 
H. Thomas, Mr. Thomas said today. 


The finance committee was empowered to collect the taxes 


in "any way it can" after the finance committee chairman, 
Ray M. Hoffman, told council Monday evening that -"I regret 
to. say it but our tax collector between the years of 1935 and 
1941 did not make a good tax collector." 


Charge Influence By Councilmen 
- Investigation-by the-finance committee shows $38,214.51 
worth of unpaid taxes for the years 1935 to 1941, Mr. Hoff- 
man said, "while the records of the previous tax collectors 
and the present one show that for that period the amount of 
unpaid taxes should have been only about $12,000 if you com- 
pare the amount the others collected with the amount col- 
lected by Harry Thomas. Even if you give Harry the benefit 
of the doubt there is still ?26,000 outstanding that this bor- 
ough should have." 


Asserting that "the finance committee has some informa- 


tion which it will not disclose now and which makes it im- 
perative to collect this money/' Mr. Hoffman added, "I believe 
Harry was too good for his own good. There were some things 
done which should not have been done and he was influenced 
by some members of this council in allowing the taxes to re- 
main uncollected.

Continuous Founding 


At a prearranged hour these guns 


began simultaneous blasting. Scores 
of missiles were in the air within 
seconds after the signal was given 
for the barrage to begin. Thereafter 
for hours there was no second when 
several shells were not enroute to 
this one tiny objective.

The blast was so great that men 


could go from end to end of Enubuj 
only by following the beaches and 
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have run out on some of the taxes 
preventing liens being laid against 
the properties. In those cases we 
may "have to bring suit to_coiiwt. 


Itemized Account 


"What we want now is an itemized 


account from Harry Thomas for 
each year's back taxes and we will 
seek Harry's cooperation to collect 
the back taxes. We plan to take 
the necessary steps against those 
who did not pay and we think that 
$25,000 of the taxes is collectable. 
Much of the amount must toe taxes 
on property because there cannot 
be that much occupation tax out- 
standing." 
vAii investigation of .the minutes of 
the council for the years in ques- 
tion showed that the bonding com- 
pany which had covered Mr. Thomas 
for each of the years "had'been re- 
leased from responsibility by council 
action each year with the under- 
standing that Mr. Thomas "make 
an effort" to collect the back taxes 
and present a fidelity bond. As a 
result council found it could not 
take any steps~against the bonding 
company to be repaid for uncollected 
taxes. 


"Will Cause Trouble" 


WARN RR NOT TO 
BLOCK STREETS 
IN GETTYSBURG 


The borough police will be ordered 


to arrest engineers of the Western 
Maryland railroad if the present 
blocking of North Stratton street 
by trains is continued, Burgess Fred 
G. Pfeffer told borough council at 
its meeting Monday evening. 


Innumerable complaints have been 


received by his office of trains block- 
ing the street for long periods of 
time. Burgess Pfeffer said. He first 
complained to Western Maryland 
authorities who asked that he give 
specific instances of blocking in or- 
der that the condition-might be cor- 
rected. 
The burgess then read to council 


a letter which he said he was going 
to send to Charles W. Myers, local 
Western Maryland agent, outlining 
the length of time the street was 
blocked on various occasions ac- 
cording to a. check made by borough 
police. 
Policemen used a stop-watch to 


the trains 
The periods 
determine how long 
blocked the crossing. 
ran from four minutes to 18 minutes 
on various days last week, the Bur- 
gess said. 


"The argument might be made 


that the trains are hauling war ma- 
terials and that there is a shortage 
of manpower and locomotives to 
handle the freight," Burgess Pfeffer 
said, "but it seems to me that the 
blocking is being continued for too 
long a time and if-.the condition is 
not corrected we plan to make some 
arrests." 


"But that action does not release 


the tax debtor," Mr. Hoffman point- 
ed out. "But let the chips fall where 
they may. The collection' of the 
taxes will cause trouble for some 
townspeople, but it must be done." 


"Do you have any idea that Mr. 


Thomas will not work with us in 
the matter?" Councilman Daniel 
Shealer asked. 


"No, I do not," answered Mr. Hoff- 


man. "We know we have $38,000 
outstanding but we don't know who 
owes it. We have a perfect right to 
get an itemized account and will file 
,hose liens not eliminated by the 
statute of limitations." 


Councilman Hoffman hinted sev- 


eral times in outlining the outstand- 
ing taxes, that "something else may 
develop" but each time added, "but 
we won't go into that now." 


Seek Other Taxes 


Mr. Thomas told a reporter for 


The Gettysburg Times today that he 
witt-grve the council committee all 
the cooperation he can in an effort 
to collect the back taxes. 


The finance committee was also 


empowered to investigate "approxi- 
mately $1,000" in outstanding taxes 
which were not collected by Harry 
Bumbaugh and William Ogden, pre- 
vious collectors, in years prior to 
1921. The committee was told to 
determine whether the $1,000 was 
collectable and if it is not to report 
to council so that the men may be 
exonerated of the tax debt.

Gettysburg town council proposed 


a $40,600 budget Monday evening, 
the same as last year, and announ- 
ced that it planned to keep at least 
ten per cent under that amount in 
borough expenditures. 
, The proposed budget^will,be ad- 
vertised ~and~a final vote on the mat- 
ter will be taken at the March meet- 
ing. If the budget is formally adop- 
ted council v/111 use the same tax 
schedule as last year, ll mills fo'r 
regular expenses, and two mills for 
the special fund used to pay off 
bonded indebtedness. 


Income during the last year was 


$57,326.46, according to an audit of 
borough accounts presented to coun- 
cil Monday evening. Expenditures 
were $40,545.92 leaving a balance of 
$16,48054. Receipts included a bal- 
ance of $11,485.36 from 1942, $1,193.80 
from H. H. Thomas, for 1939 and 
1940 
taxes; $32,179.36 from J. Her- 


bert Weikert, present tax collector,

With $332,896 in war bond sales to 


individuals Adams county faces a 
deficit of $592,100 in its over-all 
quota of individual sales in the 
Fourth War Bond campaign. 


These figures were revealed tills 


morning after Edmund W. Thomas, 
chairman of the County War Fi- 
nance committee, had received a 
special 
communication from the 


Federal Reserve District on the 
county's status in the drive. 


- The" county quota of bond sales to 
individuals is $924,563. Mr. Thomas 
said, and "this is considered the 
most important part of the entire 
bond campaign. Unless we attain 
that goal we will not be privileged 
to say that we have reached our 
over-all quota." 


"E" bond sales to individuals total 


to date $257,567 and sales of all 
other bonds to individuals total only 
$74,896. 


The Fourth War Bond drive offi- 


cials directed their sales efforts to 
individuals as the stimulus for this 
period of the war financing pro- 
gram. It -was emphasized that sales, 
to individuals was depended upon to 
put over the fourteen billion dollar 
campaign. 


Mr. Thomas today appealed to all 


individuals hi the county "to make 
a supreme effort to purchase at 
least one extra war bond before 
the drive is completed." 


He said: "It is vastly important 


that Adams countians do their share 
in this financing program. We owe 
it to the almost three thousand men 
and women from this county who 
are in the armed forces to support 
them to the very limit of our ability 
and this is one instance where they 
are counting on us. We can sen a 
half million dollars worth of war 
bonds in this county before Febru- 
ary 15th if each individual does his 
or her share."

A dark picture of post-war inter- 


national affairs with Russia in the 
rple-oJ^a-totalitarian-JBonster-seek- 
ihg world domination,-"-was painted 
for members of the three local serv- 
ice clubs and their guests Monday 
evening by Mrs. Gaither P. Warfield, 
native of Poland who lived in that 
country' for the first three years of 
this war and who has known Rus- 
sia as an enemy and an ally of her 
own nation.

'In spite of existing, conditions 


and handicaps, the farmers of 
Adams county have done an excel- 
lent job in the- production of agri- 
cultural products," Harry E. Brown, 
Fairfield, president of the Adams 
county Agricultural^ Extension as- 
sociation, told 140 members gathered 
at the high school auditorium here 
this morning for their twenty-eighth 
annual meeting. 


"The willingness of the fanner to 


toil extra long hours, cooperate with 
neighbors in exchange for labor and 
equipment and the use of improved 
methods of farm management made 
possible the increased production of 
food products in the county last 
year," Mr. Brown asserted. "The 
past year was difficult. Severe cold 
weather froze many fruit buds dur- 
ing the winter; April was the cold- 
est April on record; May was the 
wettest May in 35 years. 


"June was the hottest June in 65 


years and September was the driest 
September on record. 


"The labor situation was difficult 


and the shortage of farm equip- 
ment and supplies further handi- 
capped normal progress." Mr. Brown 
recounted. He urged the farmers 
to-'cooperate and take a more active 
part in our organization,™" the Agri- 
cultural Extension association, in 
order to better the fanners' knowl- 
edge of improved methods of farm- 
ing. 


London, Feb. 8 (AP)—The Red 


Army has liquidated the German 
bridgehead at Nikopol, manga- 
nese center in the Dnieper Bend, 
Moscow announced tonight.

German artillery and planes 


laid down an intense barrage 
today in the 100 square miles 
of beachhead below Home 
where Allied troops, further 
"consolidated their position" 
against heavier attacks to 
come. 


Violent fighting continued, 


inside Cassino and the nearby 
mountains but the Americans 
still were unable to break the 
enemy's steel grip on that 
gateway to the Liri valley 
leading to Rome. The Germans 
held three-fourths of the city 
and a corridor leading to the 
rear, although 500 had been 
taken prisoner since Janu- 
ary 26. 


No major action was report- 


ed in the Rome area where the 
Germans continued to mass 
reinforcements for a major 
attempt to throw the Allies 
into the sea. The Nazis dive- 
bombed an American hospital 
a mile behind the lines, killing 
two nurses and 24 others. Al- 
lied fighters destroyed 24 Ger- 
man planes in breaking up at- 
tacks, and lost five. 


The campaign below Rome, 


which had started as'a bril- 
liant success, had^deteriorated 
into"' a^ serious '-defensive"ac- 
tion.'

The German divebomber, which 


eye-witnesses declared came in as 
low as 500 feet, dropped eight small 
anti-personnel bombs which sent 
shrapnel whistling through two hos- 
pital receiving tents, one evacuation 
tent, two ward tents, an X-ray tent 
and an operating tent where opera- 
tions even" then were under -way. 


Shrapnel also perforated tents 


where a number of women nurses 
were sleeping on cots after doing 
night duty. Three ambulances were 
struck. 


The head doctor was one of those 


wounded. 
The War Department in Wash- 


ington said today the women nurses 
killed in the attack on the Anzio 
evacuation hospital were the first 
American nurses to lose their lives 
through direct enemy action in this 
•war. 


Saw Bombs Land 


The hospital detachment com- 


mander, Captain Thomas Mathews 
of Houston, Texas, was present when 
the hospital was hit. • 


"I saw bombs land right in the 


middle of the hospital," he told me. 
"Come and see for yourself." 


This was only an hour after the 


bombing and debris still was all 
about. He showed me a total of 
eight small bomb craters all made 
by the anti-personnel type bomb. 
They had scooped out the ground 
only a little deeper than an ordi- 
nary basiiVbut had showered shrap- 
nerthrbugh tents, perforating 'them 
into shreds like fishnets. 


I saw where one bomb had fallen 


exactly six inches 'from a huge Bed 
Cross flag stretched on the ground. 
It had even ripped part of the flag 
to pieces. 
"It's impossible that the Red 


Cross markings weren't seen," Cap- 
tain Mathews insisted. 
"Besides 


this huge Red Cross flag on this side, 
there's another one on. the other 
side of the hospital tents. And 
the tents themselves, as you can 
tee, are prominently marked by 26 
Red Cross flags. 


"What's more, all the bombs 


landed were anti-personnel bombs, 
intended to get the people living in 
tents. The German plan was much 
too low not to have seen these 
markings."

ment has warned its people that 
"the Pacific war situation is be- 
comingvmore serious" and that "the 
enemy's offensive throughout 
the 


entire 
Pacific is about to be 


strengthened another step"—-which 
seems to sum up the situation very 
well. 


This statement (part of a broad- 


cast) was evoked by our latest two- 
feature program—seizure with al- 
most unbelievable ease of the heart 
of Nippon's powerful Marshall Is- 
lands defenses, and the sensational 
hat-trick performed by a task force 
of the United States Navy in bom- 
barding Paramushlro Island. 
A 


Yankee airforce also bombed Para- 
mushiro — but we can let that pass. 


Now these are no ordinary events. 


The Marshalls are a vital plate In 
the armor which shields the Japa- 
nese homeland, and the broadcast- 
ing spokesman took the pains to 
tell his listeners that these islands 
are "only 11 hours to Tokyo by the 
Flying Fortress of the enemy." 


Allies Are Ready 
Paramushiro, although some 1,280 


miles northeast of Tokyo in the 
Kurile chain, is geographically part 
of Nippon proper. Also it's the 
chief Jap Naval base in this strat- 
egic zone, which is close to Russian 
territory and is only about 800 
miles from our Island of Attu in the 
Aleutians, 


As the harrassed Jap broadcaster 


surmised, probably further Allied 
operations are impending in the 
whole Pacific area. I don't think 
we should jump to the conclusion 
that this means the great, all-out 
drive against the Mikado's forces is 
about to begin. There still are many 
preliminaries to be carried out, and 
anyway we probably shall have to 
await the end of the European con- 
flict to release equipment for the 
final assault. 


However, American Naval and air 


superiority in the Pacific make it 
possible for us to undertake further 
major operations at any time. The 
Anglo-American forces under Lord 
Mountbatten in southeast Asia pre- 
sumably also are ready for prelimi- 
nary activities. Thus the Jap esti- 
mate that "the enemy's offensive 
throughout the entire Pacific is 
about to be strengthened another 
step" may not be a bad guess.
